A REVIEW OF Ean ioseel LNG MAGAZINE 


Tt is not often that there is an opportunity to review 
a new haa radio publication, there is a new one 
deserving of such attention in the pages of this 
Newsletter. 


Every once in awhile there seeas to be a new hap 
radio sagazine that tries to be all it can be for both 
the contester and DXer. Seldom do these publications 
succeed in there intentions. However, RADIDSPORTING 
is a new publication that sees to cose very close to 
attaining both goals. 


It is quite probable that sany of you also received 
your own personal copies of the first two issues of 
this new aagazine as well, It is fortunate that they 
have, so far, sent copies of the first two issues, 

The first issue showed strong evidence of startup 
probleas. While the first issue was the Noveaber 1984 
isspe, a good share of the CONTEST RULES section was 
wasted effort since it included notices/rules for 
contests which were scheduled for early October 
through the first ten days in December. In addition, 
a ful] two pages were dedicated to rules for the 1984 
CQ World-Wide DY Contest. Since the phone portion of 
that contest had already passed by the tie I received 
ay Noveaber issue, I was not iepressed by the 
timeliness of this "news. [t is also interesting 
that a full page of NOTES ON CQ WH 784 PHONE were 
included in the sase issue that announced this 

same contest! 


The Noveaber issue also included FCC NEWS which 
reported on Septeaber decisions of the FCC. 


A review of the Icom 1C751 was also given 2 and one 
half pages of space. The review was a good summary of 
the general and exotic features of this fine rig, but 
the review was flawed by not so subtle plugs by the 
author of the review for sone of his other published 
works, His “Contester’s Observations’ at the end of 
review are not applicable since the only true rig 
comparison was hetween the TS-930S and 10-740, not the 
IC-751. 


The RADIO WAVES coluan provided soge caaeo shots of 
sone of the sore noted 1984 Dayton Haavention 
attendees. (Dayton was 7 aonths before this first 
issue was published!) 


The article on the 1984 KERMADEC EXPEDITION was 
interesting and well written and included an adequate 
nuaber of pictures to successfully augment the written 
aaterial, 


The ENERGENCY/TRAFFIC coluan is the one feature that 


seeas totally out of place in this publication. While 
one of the prinary reasons for the existence cf 
amateur radio is public service, the inclusion of this 
cokuan does not fit into a publication directed toward 
contesting and DXing. 


This first issue of RADIOSPORTING introduces us to 

of the regular contributors to this publication. One 
whoe we are all fasiliar with is KHGBZF who is 
providing a propagation coluen as he does for QRZ DI. 
Tf ay semory serves ae correctly, X4ZN and W4GF, also 
contributors, also provide coluans for WORLDRADIO. 


Needless to say, sy impressicn of the first issue of 
RADIDSPORTING was not enthusiastic. However, then 
came the Deceaber issue and the iaproveaent was easily 
apparent. 


The Deceaber issue included a tiaely CONTEST RULES 
section and a somewhat aore tiaely FCC NEWS colusn, 
KHEBZF’s PROPAGATION REPORT was also included as was 
the EMERGENCY TRAFFIC colusn. 


fone, however, was RADIO WAVES and there was no 
product review this tine. Anew DX NEWS coluan by 
Clark (did Carl really change his name?) Henson WB4ZHH 
was inleuded with sore of this coluan prosised in 
future issues. A YL colusn was also unveiled in this 
issue which f feel is as useful in this publication 
EMERGENCY TRAFFIC, 


This new issue did include features on Efficent Manual 
Logging in Contests, an excellent tribute to the late 
Jia Lawson, ¥2PV, as well as part | of a transcription 
of a taped presentation sade by W2PY on antennas, and 
an article on SWR. 


Ny iepression of the second issue was that it cane 
auch closer to achieving the goals outlined for the 
@agazine in the initial issue than the initial issue 
did. One observation of the second issue that does 
disturb se was that VESBMV, the editor of 
RADIOSPORTING, wrote most of the feature articles 
which indicates that he ay be having trouble finding 
contributors. This did not detract from the quality 
of the second issue, but could be a probles in future 
issues, 


While RADIOSPORTING suffers from growing pains and 
still has an identity crises as to what segment of the 
amateur population it wants to serve, it shows the 
promise of becoming an excellent DXing and contesting 
publication. The subscription rate for this aonthly 
Bagazine is $16 for one year and $30 for two. I plan 
to give RADIOSPORTING a try for a year.
